'matting—obviously inadoquate 
protection. ¥ 


‘WHO THEY ARE, 


+. In view of a suggestion which 
has boon made to ua rogarding 
_ what was described as “a atand- 
ing dipzraco to tha Colony," wo 
hove boon making o fow onquirics 
and learn that the men who make 
our ‘pavements thoir sleoping 
quartors are not of the mondicant 
or boggar class. Thoy aro, for 
tho most part, coolios who havo 
como: down to Hongkong fronr 
thoir respoctivo villagox in the 
hope of being ablo to carn a live-) 
_Mihood. Most of thom aro atrood 
and cargo coolios, and quite a 
—yoodly” proportion™-just—pick—up! 
any odd job for a fow cents. They! 
are, admittedly, poor, but they aro 
not of bad choractor and, would 
soonoreara thoirliving, if poasiblo, 
than accopt charity. Most of them 
live in the hope of ‘roturning to’ 
thoir village with a little, cash 
in hand. They cannot, howover, 
afford a bed spaco in a cuhiclo or 
lodging house, and ‘thoy. are 
forcod to sloop undor tho sholtor 
of vorandahe, whoro,thoy aro left 
alono by the polico. It is by no 
moans uncommon for tho polico 
to find one or more of them sick 
. and destitute overy morning, and 
thesc oases aro at.onco suht to 
the Tung Wah Hospital, whore 
‘they enjoy tho charitablo 
ministrations.of the institution. 
For tho most part, however, these 
mon do manage to carn o living, 
and ‘some’ of “thom have boon 
occupying the rame night 
“nitchos" for years. ; 


THE DIFFICULTY. 


As one offidial put it, “Hong- 
kong must be reckoned as part of 
China in this matter, und thoro 
js moro cheap and unskilled 
Jabour than can bo rogularly 
absorbod. It would bo othor 
thon bonoficia! if the police 
intorfored with those men wha 
sloop on pavomonts, for it would 
be to impose furthor hardships 
upon them. They came horo to 
earn a living; thoy are, in the 
main, honest; and it is difficultto 
seo what can bo done.” 


A suggestion made tous is thot 
some batter provision might be 
mado ouit of the public funds for 
their accommodation at night, at 
loast during thie cold season. At 
Homo, we have casual wards and 
“doss houses,” and it is suroly 
not beyond the Governmantte 

- capabilities to provide somethin, 
similar, A barracks, in oach 
distriot of tho town, might bo 
provided to which those .mon 
could go at night. Or perhaps 
some Chinoso charitable organisa- 
tion could mako itself resnonsible, 
for is woll known that the Tung 
Woah Hospital is alroody ovor- 
crowded and unable to givo ac- 
commodation to all who apply. 

In any casa, whatovor tho best 
solution of the problem may bo, 
tho matter is ono which might 
woll bo takon into ‘serious con- 
sidotation,. espooislly tn view 
of: the undoniable hardships
